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South Bay's 1300-bed prison 3 


construction back on track 


Construction on Wackenhut's 
1300-bed prison is expected to 


begin within a month due to ап” 


agreement between South Bay, 
Wackenhut and the Concerned 
Citizens of South Bay. 

On Monday, Oct. 9, Dorothy 
Davis and Shirley. Walker 
agreed to withdraw their 'Con- 
cerned Citizens of South Bay' 
complaint with the state. The 
complaint said the city didn't 
properly inform residents of 
the prison's location and didn't 
conduct an environmental 
impact study before Wackenhut 
began site work which caused a 
delay in construction startup. 

The Concerned Citizens of 
South Bay settled with. Wack- 
enhut with the following condi- 
tions: Wackenhut will create an 


$85,000 trust fund for South- 


Bay, $10,000 in donations each 
year for scholarships to be giv- 
en to 10 high school graduates 


living in South Bay, and, in 
addition Wackenhut will 
donate $2,000 each year to à 
local organization called the 
South Bay Youth League, in 
which Davis is involved. The 
agreement also states that if 
anyone interferes with the con- 
struction or operation of the 
prison, the settlement will be 
suspended. 

Wackenhut officials say they 
will contribute $97,000 to the 
City of South Bay in the next 
year, 

"We һауе finally resolved 
these issues concerning the 
prison and are now back on the 
road to rebuilding an economic 
base for South Bay,” said May- 
or Clarence Anthony. " 

"The city is very pleased. 
South Bay is using this as an 
anchor for economic develop- 
ment," said City Manager 
Lester Baird.

After 
all, my primary duty is to pre- 
dict future events. ;

I am/a prognosticator. І am a 
weather-forecaster. And, as my 
friend reminded me, I am 
wrong some of the time. 

Yes, I do make mistakes. All

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weather forecaster who has 
never made an error and I'll 
show you a weather forecaster 
who has never made a furecast. 
It is part of the business. 

Yet, when we make a boo boo 
no one seems to get upset. No 
one threatens to file a law suit 
because a forecast was wrong. 
Unlike physicians, weather 
forecasters do not need mal- 
practice insurance. 

Football coaches often get 
fired because they call the 
wrong play but no one fires a 
weather man because he pre- 
dicted the wrong atmospheric 
conditions. Angry constituents 
can vote a politician’ out of 
office but an inaccurate fore- 
cast hardly causes a ripple. 

Don't misunderstand me. I'm 
not complaining. I am delight- 
ed not to be run out of town on 
a rail because of a blundered 
forecast, 

Perhaps we weather forecast- 
ers get a break because'no опе 
actually believes we can pre- 
dict tomorrow's weather. Mete- 
orology is often called an inex- 
act science. Yes, there's a lot of 
science there but there's a lot 
of uncertainty, too. 

Му job is even more unusual 
when you consider how I pre- 
sent the weather forecast - 1 do 
it on television in front of thou- 
sands of people. When I make 
a mistake everyone knows 
about it. 

The actual presentation of 
the weather is done in an even 
more bizarre way. I stand in 
front of a large green wall. 
Through the magic of televi- 
sion it looks like I'm standing 
in front of the weather maps. 

If that five-year-old girl had 
asked me what I do for a living. 
I could answer this way: I put 
on makeup, stand in front of a 
green wall, point at a map that 
isn't there and predict future 
events. 

What a,way to make a living!

have even surprised the University of Florida 
researchers who conducted the study. 

Florida farmers, growers and ranchers are 
adopting "best management practices," or 
practices designed to protect the environment 
from the stresses of agricultural production, 
on a wider scale than researchers, expected, 
said home economics Professor M.E. Swisher, 
of UF's Institute of Eod and Agricultural Sci- 
ehces. 

"This is a big stap forward, compared to 
where we were 10 years ago," Ms. Swisher 
said. "We have moved away from simple 
approaches, like calendar spray schedules for 
pesticide application, for example, to much 
more sophisticated and environmentally sound 
ways of managing water, nutrients, and pests 
on Florida farms." 

The survey by Мв. Swisher and several col- 
leagues was designed to reveal how farmers’ 
approach to raising crops and cattle has 
changed-over the last decade. For example, 
they were asked how they irrigated crops 10 
years ago-and how they irrigate today. 

The survey showed a distinct environmental 
shift among farmers, although the new farm- 
ing practices they embraced. most also had 
some economic benefit, Ms. Swisher said. 

For example, integrated pest management 
helps farmers decide how much of a pesticide 
to use or whether. to use one at all. The ргас- 
tice often saves farmers money and spares the 
environment the side effects of pesticides. 
Similarly, soil testing tells farmers which fér- 
tilizer to be used.

Agriculture is an $18 billion a year boost to 
Florida's economy, Ms. Swisher said, and pas- * 
tureland is the single biggest land use in the 
state. For the state's environment to remain 
healthy it will be important for farmers to 
make wise use of natural resources, she said. 

"One of the biggest concerns of farmers is 
environmental regulation," she said. "But if 
we do the right in the first place,.then hopeful- 
ly there won't have.to be more regulation." 

The survey also found: 

* That 52 percent of tomato growers check 
soil moisture to determine plant need before 
irrigating. 

* That 80 percent of citrus groves are irri- 
gated, with water-conserving eC or 
drip irrigation systems. 

* Only one percent of all forage acreage for 
beef cattle is irrigated. 

* That 98 percent of all potato acreage is , 
scouted for insect pests before pesticides are 
applied. . 

* That 96 percent of tomato growers use 
plastic mulch, which helps prevent rain water 
from leaching fertilizer nutrients into ground 
water. 1 

* Only 32 percent of South Florida forage 
acreage for beef cattle is fertilized.
